3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regards to independent claim 1, the prior art does not specifically disclose 
or suggest an electronic device comprise an exchangeable outer cover releasably 
connected to frame part the exchangeable outer cover abutting on the elastic fitting 
when the exchangeable outer cover is mounted on the electronic device; and a 
protective shell element connected to the frame part and having an access opening 
through which the exchangeable outer cover abuts on the elastic fitting, the protective 
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shell element being positioned between the PCB and the exchangeable outer cover, the 
vibrator being mounted on a side of the shell element that faces the PCB. 

With regards to dependent claims 4-10, they are allowable based on the 
dependency of claim 1 .
